Roger Bacon Knew Scientific Facts Hitherto 


Thought to Be Modern 


By PROF. ROMA1NE NEWBOLD, Univei-sity of Pennsylvania 


The key discovered to the cipher code used by Roper Bacon, the Thir- 


teenth century philosopher-monk, has revealed that Bacon knew of the 
telescope, microscope and scientific facts hitherto supposed to have been 
unknown until centuries later. 


At present it is only possible 1o conjecture at the extent and impor- 


tance of the discoveries, for the art of reading the cipher is yet at its early 
stages and it is not certain that the whole manuscript can be read. 


The manuscript falls in four divisions, dealing with plants, tin- 


heavenly bodies, the generation of animal life and preparation of drugs. 
The common link connecting, all four is probably Bacon's interest in the 
prolongation of human life. Plants are discussed because of their medi- 
cinal properties; the stars because they determine man's character at Ins 
birth, and influence him throughout his life; embryology because of the 
bearing on later life of all factors influencing conception, and pharma- 
cology because drugs are essential to the cure of disease. 
• 


Bacon sketched with amazing accuracy the fundamental principles of 


mathematical physics as we conceive it today. 
Only less amazing is his 


intuitive grasp of the principle^ of philology and of the textual criticism: 
his diagnosis of needed reforms in education, of the necessity of endowing 
research work, of his forecasts of the development of medicine iu the di- 
rection of hygiene and preventive medicine and the application of chemis- 
try to physiology, agriculture and industry.

•GUILLOTINE." 


A CCORDING to history as it 
.iY is popularly accepted, the 
instrument by which criminals 
are automatically beheaded was 
invented by Joseph Igmice Guil- 
lotine, who was also the first vic- 
tim of the machine. Outside of 
the fact that Doctor Guillotine 
neither invented the apparatus 
nor perished, by it, the general 
impression of the matter is fair- 
ly correct. 


The original model for the 


guillotine was constructed by a 
German 
piano-maker 
named 


Sohrnitt, under the direction of 
Doctor Louis, a French surgeon, 
who in turn obtained his idea 
from the manaja, a somewhat 
similar instrument which had 
been used in the Latin countries 
for centuries. 
At first, the in- 


vention 
was known a$ 
the 


"Louison," but, owing to the fact 
that Doctor Guillotine waged 
ceaseless warfare upon the bar- 
barities of the rack and the 
wheel and continually urged the 
adoption of this more humane 
method of inflicting death penal- 
ty, his name was indelibly as- 
sociated with it. On .March 25, 
1792, 
the 
national 
assembly 


passed 
the resolution 
recom- 


mending the use of the machine 
in all French prisons and it was 
publicly used a month later in 
• the 
beheading of a prisoner 


named Pelissler.

tests, was called by his name, 
Doctor Guillotine died in his 
bed in .1814—having achieved a 
vicarious fame which he did not 
desire and to which he was not 
entitled.

Springs 
youths, 
were held

each at a preliminary hearing before 
Justice Myers in York Springs, as the 
result of a holdup Wednesday night at 
Clear Springs, in which Joseph My- 
ers, near Clear Springs, was robbed 
of $125. Topper and Lerew were ar- 
rested by Constable Weaver, of Dills- 
burg, Thursday morning, and bound 
over for a hearing Saturday afternoon 
in Dillsburg before Justice Gross. 
Bail was furnished by C. T. Lerew, 
father of Eugene, and they were re- 
leased. 


The alleged hold-up occurred in 


York county, just beyond the Adams 
ounty line. Wednesday evening Jo- 
seph 
Myers and his son received 


from Eugene Lerew and Cletus Top- 
per the sum of $125 in payment for 
damages caused about two months 
ago when the car of Topper ran over 
and injured Myers' son, it is said. 
The transaction took place in a shed 
it Clear Springs. After receiving the 
money Mr. Myers and his son started 
'or their home. While walking along 
.he road some minutes later they 
were confronted by two masked men. 
who demanded money. At first Mr. 
Myers refused, but when the hold- 
up men drew revolvers and a shot 
ivas fired, the bullet from which 
vhizzed close to Mr. Myers' head, he 
ave them the roll of bills he had 
ust received. The bandits ran to 
heir automobile, that had been park- 
ed near by, and escaped. 


Mr. Myers hurried to York Springs 


and reported the robbery and then 
went to Dillsburg, where he had a 
warrant sworn out for the arrest of 
Topper and Lerew. Lerew and Top- 
per refused to talk at the hearing in 
York Springs. Questions as to their 
whereabouts Wednesday evening af- 
ter the transaction with Joseph My- 
ers brot no response from the youths.

over 300 bushels of disease-free seed 
potatoes were distributed among the 
farmers of this county. The results 
of this experiment has proved satisfac- 
tory, according to a report issued by 
S. B. Shenk, acting farm agent, and 
potato growers will be recommended 
to buy the dlseaserfree seed rather 
than to plent local seed. The results 
show that the yield of the disease-free 
seed in practically every case doubled 
that of the local seed planted by its 
side and grown under the same con- 
ditions.

Then Earl W Porter, president of the Aero 


Club of Omaha, conceived the idea of the con- 
irress nnd ^ent to work on it. Now a%iation is In 
the blood of the citizens. They talk of the many 
phases of air tnnel with the nonchalance of aces. 
In other citios the people may call anything that 
traverses the nil an airship. But not so in Omaha; 
they rightly use the w ord aircraft. Do you hear 
blimp In Omaha? Well, hardly. Omaha knows 
that blimp Is not only slam?, but obsolete slang, 
whereas peojtJo in other cities are still applying 
the word Indiscriminately to nil balloons, rigid 
and nonrigid airships and lighter-than-alr craft. 
You iwcr cntch an Omahan these days saying 
hydroplane when he means seaplane; he knows 
that the former never leaves the water. And you 
find him correctly using airplane, seaplane and 
airship instead of aeroplane, hydro-aeroplane and 
dirigible. You may even overhear a conversation 
about the captive helicopter. In short, everyone 
In Omnha nppcars to be enthusiastic about avia- 
tion in genoinl nnd the coming congress In par- 
ticular. 


President Porter went to his fellow cJubmen. 


They indorsed his idea nnd his plans and pledged 
their support. They also fixed on him as the logi- 
cal head of the movement and ho was duly made 


president <>f tiie ''ongiess. He aieepted the posi- 
tion, turned OMT his business affairs to h;s parti er 
and -ttent to work. 
The first step v\as to get 


twentj-lhe Omaha business men to back the 
project for $1,000 each.

A little thing Jike this, however, did not deter the 
air men, who located a farm of I.'IG acres showing 
poss,l)iliiies as a field, although it was uneven and 
container! 130 large trees. 


A "iield day" was duly announced, and (he ilr 


men and their friends rolled up their slee\es and 
with the assistance of two Holt caterpillai trac- 
tor- donated for the occasion, pulled the trees and 
leveled the land. 


An open drainage ditch trcnorsod the center of 


the tieJd. which lies on the edge of one of the 
residence districts, onlj fifteen minutes' ride from 
the heart of Omaha. The city council was indu<*3d 
to ^ote unanimously to build a covered sewer 
through the field at n cost of $21 000 
So the 


problem of a fl.\ing field was satisfactorily solved. 


In the meantime, an office force was busy mail- 


Ing thousands of invitations and pamphlets to 
the air men and celebrities, such as President 
Harding. Marshal Foch. On i lie Wright, Glenn 
Curli^s and Judge K. M. Landis. 


The graduates of Fort Omaha balloon school, 


the center of America's wartime balJooning, were 
Invited for their first reunion. 
Squadrons and 


escLulnlles of flyers were asked to hold their first 
reunions in Omaha. The fifty-two American aces 
were Invited, as well as everyone else interested 
In a%iation. 


The aid of Kansas City -was enlisted in sending 


the American Legion convention delegates on to 
Omaha. The indorsements of national headquar- 
ters of the American Legion, of the Aero Club of 
America, of the World's Board of Aeronautical 
Commissioners nnd of the Aircraft Manufacturers' 
Association }\ere obtained. 
The co-operation of 


the Army and Navy air headquarters \\as asked 
for and received. 


The railroads helped out by offering a fare and 


a half rate for the round trip from all parts of 
the country to Omaha. 
Gutzon Borglum, world 


famed sculptor, offered a commemorative medal 
design symbolical of the work of the American 
air man during the war, as his "bit." 
James 


Hanlcy, song writer of New York, wrote a special 
song praising the work of the fhers, to be sung 
for the first time at the congress 


In preparing its program, Omaha had a piece 


of rare good luck right at the outset. As every- 
one knov\s, the Pulitzer Trophy Race became the 
world's most famous air event with Its first run- 
ning In November of 10:20 at MItchel Field, New 
York under the auspices of the Aero Club of 
America. 
There were twenty-five Army, eight 


Navy, seven Marine Corps and one civilian en- 
trants In the contest. The winner was Lieut, C. 
C. Mosely of the Army air service, who flew 132 
miles in a Vervillc-Packard machine at an average 
speed of 178 miles an hour. The Army won seven 
of the first ten places in the contest and the Navy 
two. 
There were 30,000 spectators, Including celeb- 


rities from all walks of life. 


Well, the Pulitzer Trophy Race for 1921 had 


been scheduled for Detioit, but difficulties had 
arisen nnd the Aero Club of America had can- 
colied the race for the \car. Omaha stepped In 
and offered the necessary funds. In consequence, 
tlu> first announcement on th? program is this: 


"The First International Aero Congress an- 


nounces the second annual aerial contest for the 
Pulitzer Trophj, In connection with the first eon- 


t'>sf for the Aero Clao ot Omaha Trophj'and also 
other aerial events. Sanctioned by the Aero Club 
of America under the rules of the Federation 
Aeronntitique Internationale and those of the First 
International Aero Congress 
To be conducted 


at Omaha Field, Omaha, Nebraska, U. S. A., 
November 8, 4 and T., 3921." 


The PuJit/ei Trophy Race is a free-for-nll con- 


test lor high-speed alrplaries.

Thought to Be Modern 


By P R O F . R O M A I N E N E W B O L D , University of Pennsylvania 


The key diM-overed to the ciplier code used by Roger Bacon, tlic 'i'hir- 


teenth century philosoi)her-monk, has revealed that Bacon knew of tlic 


telescope, microscope and scientific facts hitherto supposed to have been 


unkno\sm until centuries later. 


At present it is only possible to conjecture at the extent and impor- 


tance of the discoveries, for the art of reading the ciplier is yet at its early 


«tages and it is not certain that the wliole manuscript can be read. 


The manuscript falls in four divisions, dealing with plants, 
the 


heavenly bodies, the generation of a;jimal life and preparation of drugs. 


The common link connecting all four is probably Bacon's interest in the 


prolongation of human life. 
Plants are di^cu^scd because of their medi- 


cinal properties; the stars beeause they determine man's character at his 


birth, and influence him throughout his life; embryology because of the 


bearing on later life of all factors influencing conception, and pharma- 


cology because drugs are essential to the cure of dist^ase. 


Bacon sketched with ama/.ing accuracy the fundamental principle^ of 


mathematical physics as wc conivive it today. 
Only less aina/Jng is his 


intuitive gra^p of the principles uf philology and of the textual criticism: 


his diagnosis of ncinled reforms in education, of the necessity of endowing 


research M'ork, of his forecasts of the development of medicine in the di- 


rection of hygiene and preventive medicine and the application of chemis- 


try to physiology, agriculture and indut^ti^.

for centuries.

ion of the Adams County Farm Bu- 
reau, which this fall conducted a num- 
ber of tests as to yields and quality 
of the tuber produced from the seed 
purchased in the West. 
Last spring 
over 300 bushels of disease-free seed 
potatoes were distributed among the 
farmers of tljis county. 
The results 
of this experiment has proved satisfac- 
toiy, according to a report issued by 
S. B. Shenk, acting farm agent, and 
potato growers will be recommended 
to buy the disease-free seed rather 
than to plant local seed. 
The results 
show that the yield of the disease-free 
seed in practically every case doubled 
that of the local seed planted by its 
side and grown under the same con- 
ditions.

Incidentally U becamo necessary to provide a 
landing iiehl large enough to stage the program. 
A litrle thing Jike this, however, did not deter the 
air men. who located a farm of VMl acres showing 
possibiliiies as a field, although it was uneven and 
contained 150 large trees. 


A 'Afield day" was duly announced, and the air 
men and their friends rolled up their sleeves and 
with the assistance of two Holt caterpillar trae- 
tor>< donated for the occasion, pulled tlie trees and 
leveled the land. 


An open drainage ditch traversed the center of 
the fieJd. which lies on the edge of one of the 
residence districts, only fifteen minutes* ride from 
the heart of Omaha. Tiie city council was induced 
to vote unanimously to build a covered 
sewer 
through the field at a cost of 521.000. 
So the 
problem of a fiylng field was satisfactorily solved. 


In the meantime, an ofilce force was busy mail- 
ing thousands of invitations and pamphlets 
to

The graduates of Fort Omaha balloon school, 
the center of America's wartime ballooning, were

The fifty-two American aces 
were Invited, as well as everyiUie else interested 
in aviation. 


Tlie aid of Kansas City was enlisted i;i sending 
tlie American Legion convention delegates on to 
Omaha. 
The indorsements of national headquar- 
ters of the American Legion, of tlie Aero Club of 
Anjerica, of the World's Board of Aeronautical 
Connnissloners and of the Aircraft Manufacturers' 
Asso<'iation were obtained. 
Tiie co-operation of 
the Array and Navy air headquarters was asked 
for and received. 


The railroads helped out by oITering a fare and 
a half rate for the round tri]) from all parts of 
the country to Omaha. 
Outzon Borglum, world 
famed sculptor, offered a commemorative medal 
design symbolical of the work of the American 
air man during the war, as his "bit." 
James 
llanley, song writer of New V(»rii. wrote a special 
song praising tliu work of the ll.\ers, to be sung 
for the first time at the congress. 


In preparing its program, Omaha liad a piece 
of rare good luck right at the outset. 
As every- 
one knows, iJn Pulitzer Trophy Race became the 
world's most famous air c\ent with its first run- 
ning in November of 1920 at Mitchel Field, New 
York 
under the tuispices of tlie Aero Club of 
America. 
There wen 
tw enty-Ji\ u Army, 
elglit 
Navy, seven Marino Coi-ps and one civilian en- 
trants in the contest. 
The winner was Lieut, C. 
0. Mosely of the Army air service, who fiew 132 
miles in a Verville-Packard machine at an average 
speed of 178 inlles an hour. 
The Army won seven 
of the first ten places in the cqntest and the Navy 
two. Tliere were 30.000 spectators, including celeb- 
rities from all walks of life.
